Government House, 
Edmonton, December 31, 1914. 
ln wishing ‘‘A Happy New Year’? to the 
people of Alberta I am pleased to say tliat 
we can all review the events that have oe- 
curred during 1914, confident that Alborta 
has done its share to assist the Mother Coun- 
try ia the present crisis. 

Great Britain was forced into a war to 
protect the integrity of Deigivm guaranteed 
by treaties signed by the leading Buropean 
nations, to which treeties even Germany was 
a party. The expectation of Britain's 
enemies that large sections of her people at 
home were disloyal and: that her colonies 
were awaiting an opportunity for revolt and 
separation has been splendidly disproved by 
the unanimity and loyality with which all 
sections of the British Empire have flown to 
the assistance of the Mother Country. We can 
look with pride to the loyal response of the 
Canadian people as a whole and with parti- 
colav pride in the fact that Alberta has sent 
nore volunteers to the front in proportion 
to the population of the Proviuee than any 
other pertion of Canada, and ‘is prepared to 
send many more, Net only have the people 
unanimously approved of a substantial gift 
from the Proyinee towards the war expendi 
ture, but our people in. dually have con- 
tributed largely to the wupport of the de- 
pendents of our volunteers and to the needs * 
of stricken Beizium. We look forward with 
confidence to a successful conclusion of the 
war during the current year, and we trust 
that the resultant peace will make future 
wars an impossibility. 

The financial stringency that has oe-

enrred during the past year will not be an 
unmixed evil, if it results in a ‘‘back to the 
land’? movement and an effort to produce 
wealth from the fertility of our soil and the 
adoption of seientifie principles of mixed 
farming, rather than by the speculation in 
real estate that has been in vogue during the 
past few years. We can congratulate the 
people on the large amount of land already 
prepared for erop, and trust that the efforts 
of our settlers to meet the needs of the Em- 
pire will be both beneficial to the Empire 
and financially satisfactory to themselves,

PREMIER SIFTON. 

Last year I predieted that 1914 in Alberta 
would be a year of expansion along sound 
and economic lines, With the exception of 
the effects of the Buropean war events have 
borne out the prediction, The steady evolu- 
tion of agriculutre to the status of a science, 
a business and a life has been distinctly 
marked during the past season, and will be 
hastened by the wea. Boards of trade, in- 
dustrial bureaus, anxious to promote the 
welfare of the provinve, and financial institu. 
lions responsible for the money to assist 
development have co-operated in the adjust- 
ment of rural and urban life necessary after 
the rapid growth of the towns and cities 
during the last decade, 

_ The prosperity of agriculture is revog- 
uized as the most important factor ‘in finan- 
cial stability. This new direetion of effort 
has come when agriculture in Europe has 
temporarily ceased. The déntand for food- 
stuffs for the armies of the Allies creates a 
market that has never been excelled iv tho 
history of Western Canada and though the 


DESPITE HANDICAPS THE PAST YEAR — 
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quantity available for export from Alberta 
will be less this\year than in 1913, yet on 
account of the increase in prices greater pro- 
tits will acerue to the farmers. The prospect 
of a continuance of a world-wide war and 
the period of impoverishment to Old World 
agriculture that will inevitably follow has 
actuated our farmers from the double motive 
of patriotism and good business to prepare 
larger areas for erop next sear than in any 
previous year, Favorable weather during 
the present autumn season has enabled the 
furiners io do an extra amount of fall plow 
ing, The areas seeded next year will be at 
least twenty per cent. greater than in 1914. 
All parts of the Province have been favored 
in the recent weeks with copious falls of rain 
and snow. The soil therefore is in excellent 
condition and oll natural signs point to a 
snecessful crop next seasou.. 

Settlement in the newer parts of the 
Province, judged by the number of home- 
steads taken, continues unabated, and there 
is a deiinite movement of population to the 
country districts, Railway construction, 
especially towards the rich farm lands of 
Northern Alberta, has proceeded as in nor 
mal years. Some 550 miles of completed 
railways have been added toy the railway 
system of Alberta in 1914, 

Vith the exception of certain districts 
the farmers have had good erops. They hav: 
money and as a result trade at country 
points is brisk and calculated to continue so 
during the winter, The drop in the price of 
lumber coupled with the high price of grain 
is veflected in the improved farm buildings 
noticed in fhany communities this fall. One 
of the most cheerful rural scenes this season 
is to observe the procession of farmers’ 
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teams to the elevator, and then to watel 
them jogging homeward, each with a few 
tundred feet of lumber in the wagon, It 
means increased cor fort in the farmers’ 
home, and greater convenience in housing 
his live stock, 

Municipalities and new industrial enter: 
prises will be compelled to trim their pro- 
crams to the dimensions of restricted eredit, 
und meagre capital supply, but considering 
the enormous developmect that has taken 
»lace along these lines in the last few years, 
ve are not likely to suffer from enforced 
economy in these quarters, Being a new 
country, and consequently a borrowing 
country, the war has had some effect upon 
us, bui as long as we are asstired of a vast 
inerease in the quantity and value of the 
production of our farms and other natural! 
ources of wealth available to us for ex- 
change abroad, we are optimistic that our 
progres’ will continue upchecked, and that 
all elasses will be able ‘g)\discharge their 
obligations without any artificia! supports 
o the machinery of credit.
